THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND ART REACHES ITS MAJORITY 


Twenty years ago The Cleveland Museum of Art and The 
Cleveland Art Association sponsored the first Exhibition of 
Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen. Today, that exhi- 
bition is almost universally called in Cleveland the “May Show.” 
It has become the focus of Cleveland’s creative efforts in the 
arts, the point towards which the yearly production of Cleve- 
land artists turns. In the early days the exhibition was pre- 
dominantly painting and sculpture. Today, the crafts meet with 
these on an equal footing, and, in the realm of ceramics and 
enamels, almost battle for primacy. 

In this year of great world fairs on Atlantic and Pacific coasts, 
the creative work of Cleveland painters and sculptors has been 
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chosen for both fairs: ten paintings, six sculptures, and seven 
prints for New York, and seven paintings and one sculpture for 
San Francisco; at the latter, the Golden Gate International 
Exposition, no less than nineteen pieces of ceramics and 
ceramic sculpture and twelve pieces of enamel objects by thir- 
teen artists in all give Cleveland an exhibition more impressive 
by far than that of any other American city. 

What is the reason for this remarkable showing? The answer 
is instructive—patronage! Cleveland has not only been proud 
of its artists but it has bought their products in generous 
measure. During the past twenty years $186,671.73 worth of 
work has been sold, 3,702 objects in all. These objects, for the 
most part, have gone into the homes of Clevelanders, and a fair 
proportion of them into the permanent collection of the 
Museum. 

Cleveland has reason to be proud of what has been achieved 
in the past. What may be accomplished in the future depends 
on the conjunction of three vital elements: the artist who 
creates, the public who buys, and the Museum which gives of 
its best efforts to bring these two indispensable elements 
together.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The May Show, through the codperation of artist, public, and 
Museum, has reached maturity in vigorous strides; and whether 
the observer judges on the basis of prize awards or on appear- 
ance as a whole, the Show gives positive proof of its worth. 

American art receives much attention in many exhibitions, 
which, as a rule, include only the pictorial arts or only sculpture 
or only crafts; in the Cleveland exhibition these fields are all 
represented in one comprehensive show. The exhibition, by its 
very character, stands both to gain and to lose; to gain, in that 
one expression stimulates another; to lose, perhaps, because of 
size. The net result, however, is gain above loss; the public’s 
enthusiastic reception is proof of that. 

In the first class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, Lloyd L. West- 
brook received a first award for three: “On Top of Cedar Point,” 
“Crumbling River Bank,” and “Sumac Clump.” Always inter- 
ested in patternings and in the effects of light upon the textures 
of landscape, Westbrook has succeeded in combining the con- 
trasts of greens, blues, and browns in Nature so as to achieve 
great variety within a relatively limited range of intensity. In 
each picture the effects of cloud and bright sunshine are em- 
phasized. William A. Krusoe received a second award for 
“Blooming Peach Tree” and “Rain”; and Paul Haas, a third 
prize, for two canvases, “The Alley” and “Ohio Canal.” Honor- 
able mentions were accorded Edward Dobrotka for “Sargasso 
Sea—Ohio,” E. Bart Gerald for “Bridge at Banderilla,” and 
John Novotny for “Crossing the Stream.” 
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In the second class, O1L PAINTING, PORTRAIT, the Jury awarded 
but one prize, a first, to Edward Dobrotka for “Man of the 
Renaissance.” This self-portrait, well achieved as to likeness 
and technique, is a modern version of its great Flemish proto- 
type, the “Man with a Pink” of Jan Van Eyck. 

The class, OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, also received 
but one award, an honorable mention to Earl Frederick Pranke 
for an interesting canvas called “Refugees.” 

Though “Not in Competition,” Henry G. Keller’s “Boyhood 
Memories” should be mentioned in passing as receiving enthusi- 
astic praise from the Jury. 

In OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, always a small class but natur- 
ally one of great interest to Clevelanders, only a first prize was 
given: to Stanley Thomas Clough for “Cleveland Flats.” Two 
pictures were considered worthy of honorable mention: Frank 
Lippay’s “The Railroad District” and Irene Kissel’s “Cuyahoga 
Landscape.” 

Like OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, the fifth class, OIL PAINTING, 
STILL LIFE, is outstanding; and the Jury’s commendation was 
expressed by a large number of awards. E. Bart Gerald received 
the first prize for a most distinguished composition called 
“Spring Still Life,” an unusual study in greens and blues. 
Against the rich green of the foliage of the tulip tree, its strange- 
ly exotic greenish-white flowers with touches of soft orange 
suggest a pungent sweetness. Blue-green in robins’ eggs, gray- 
green in a stick of wood, a deeper green in a tablecloth, and the 
dark blue notes of two butterflies, weave a delightful color 
harmony. The second prize went to Clarence H. Carter for 
“Variety.” A pineapple, two onions, two lemons, a squash, and 
a ruddy pomegranate on a yellow-green ground, with back- 
ground of gray stripes, form a whole as effective for its color 
as for its unusual composition. Perhaps part of the success of 
this canvas depends on the suggestion of incongruous tastes: 
pungency, tartness, and sweetness contrasting with the insipidity 
of summer squash. The third prize, Jack M. Burton’s “Spring 
Song,” is an interesting departure from modern thought, a re- 
turn to an earlier decorative style, seen in the enamel-like sur- 
face quality, in the brilliant color, in the trompe Toeil, and 
in the frame. The honorable mentions, also showing individual 
thought and sensitivity to color arrangement, were given to 
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Rolf Stoll for “Calendulas,” Mina Conant for “Flowers,” 
Katherine McKee for “Baroque Still Life,” Kenneth Marcus 
for “Flowers, No. 1,” and Donald Duer Bayard for “Flossy.” 

The class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM, 
allows for a wide range of types and treatment. H. Edward 
Winter, in a special award for ““The Dance,” combined a very 
fine technical achievement in enamel with inventiveness in de- 
sign. Other items which interested the Jury were Margaret 
Brady’s “Decoration,” a stylized, interlaced foliate design in 
water color, awarded first prize; and Louise Morris’s bright 
tempera panel called “Bold Peasantry,” decorative in its bal- 
anced content of reds and greens, awarded second prize. Honor- 
able mentions went to Herbert David Klynn for “Noonday 
Stars” and to Frederick K. Russell for a group of three: “Barred 
Window,” “Red Flowerpot,” and “Staff of Life.” 

PASTEL is a medium which permits the treatment of subtle 
effects of light and dark and the luminosities of undercoloring. 
The prize pictures, in the order of awards, are: “The Vanishing 
American” by George Edward Bennett, a night scene of the 
lately abandoned Norwalk interurbans, which call up memories 
of not too speedy locomotion attended by rocking discomfort; 
“The Bird Feeder,” a bold and effective design by Katherine 
Schiefer Seeler; and “Flowers,” a glowing mass of colors, by 
Martha Lueke. H. W. Metzger and Edith Hogen Peck received 
honorable mentions for “Ohio Spring” and “Still Life,” re- 
spectively. 

The largest class, WATER COLOR, is perhaps the most popular 
among Cleveland artists. The quality this year is high as usual; 
and the number of styles, astonishingly diverse. The prizes in 
this class were numerous. David Mink was given the first award 
for a group of four Ohio landscapes, all too representative of 
local winter and early spring weather. The grays and browns, 
the blacks and whites, a very limited range for a medium with 
such rich potentialities of color, are admirably handled. The 
second prize, for a group of two, was awarded James Edward 
Peck for ““Cooksburg Nursery” and “Blue Rhododendrons.” In 
technique these water colors depend less on line than on washes. 
Like the first-prize water colors, the third-prize one, Jack M. 
Burton’s “April 15,” also depicts the uncertain weather of Ohio. 
Four honorable mentions were awarded: to Paul B. Travis for 
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“Peninsula Station”; to Terence R. von Duren for “Coco 
Grove”; to Wray Manning for “Old Mill”; and to Harriet Jane 
Parshall for “Barnyard.” 

Although the class, ILLUSTRATION, is bigger than it was last 
year, there were only the following honorable mentions given: 
to Milt Groth for a group of four drawings, “Clown,” “Thar 
She Blows,” “Night Watchman,” and “Little Brown Jug”; to 
Joseph Haber for “City Mouse and Country Mouse” and “Fox 
and Grapes”; and to Wadsworth Hine for “A Caricature from 
the South.” 

Among the honors in FREE-HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, was 
a special award to William Sommer for his distinctive “Boy’s 
Head.” To C. E. Braddon, the Jury gave first prize for a group 
of two, “Trivial Notation, No. 3” and “Trivial Notation, No. 4”; 
to LeRoy Flint, second for the pen drawing of a seated man 
entitled “Drawing”; and to Gunther Gerzso, third for “Com- 
position, No. 2.” 

It is a satisfaction to record an increased enthusiasm among 
the artists for the graphic arts’ classes. The Jury found a variety 
of styles for favorable comment; in the class of ETCHING AND 
OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES they gave the first prize with par- 
ticular pleasure to William Schock for his group of three dis- 
tinguished prints, which illustrate a particularly fine etching 
technique and a traditional handling of the subject matter: 
“Petrouchka,” “Hayshed,” and “Shelter House.” Hardly less 
interesting to the Jury, because of the artist’s sense of color, was 
the second-prize group of three aquatints by Frank Daniel 
Fousek entitled: “The Last Morning,” “Pastoral Glamour,” 
and “Depression.” The third prize was given to Ruth Dunlap 
for her excellent tone plate called “Brewster Street.”” Two 
honorable mentions were added: one, to Stanislaus Arturo 
Oswieczynski for “Cézanne Landscape’’; the other to Woldemar 
Neufeld for “Jack-of-all-trades.” 

In the class, LITHOGRAPHY, there are evident various methods 
of handling tones. Like ETcHING, the interest in this class was 
more evident than it was last year; and the Jury again responded 
with a full number of awards. The first prize was given to 
Manuel G. Silberger for a group of two prints: ““The Old House” 
and “‘Landscape.” These pieces are characterized by the quality 
of the grays and of the delicate, subtle shading. Three artists 
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working on the Federal Art Project of Cleveland codperated in 
“Brickyard in Winter,” which won the second prize; the award 
is therefore shared by Grace V. Leonard, Frank Horton, and 
Edward Cubel. The third award went to Hughie Lee Smith for 
a group of two: “Desolation” and “Wasteland”; and an honor- 
able mention, to Frank Daniel Fousek for “Happy Hillside” 
and “Back-yard Fantasy.” 

RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLEUM CUTS as a Class offers 
artists an opportunity to exercise their versatility. Less facile 
than lithography because of severe manual requirements, yet 
this relief cut medium makes possible sharp contrasts of light 
tones and deep blacks. This year, as in the two groups just 
mentioned, the number of prints is larger. As with LITHOGRAPHY, 
the Jury chose a wide variety of prize awards. Louis Grebenak 
was given first prize for “Mountainside,” a print which, de- 
signed under the Federal Art Project, was composed with 
special consideration for planes. The second prize went to 
Howard Reid for a group of two: “The Harvest” and “‘Fisher- 
man.” The third-prize print, a woodcut of two farms by 
Woldemar Neufeld, large in design and treatment, has real 
distinction. Honorable mentions were awarded William E. 
Smith for “Nobody Knows” and Katherine McKee for “Suez 
Coal Loaders.” HENRY S. FRANCIS 


Style and quality mark the excellent scuLprurRE section, 
Elisabeth Seaver winning first for two well realized figures, 
“Atlantid” and “The Infant Dionysus.” Sound in modeling and 
successful in decorative effect, they add real distinction to the 
exhibition. The charming “Little Girl with Braids” by Katha- 
rine Gruener Lange was awarded second, and the broadly 
stylized head, “Bali” by Edward William Schoenberger, third. 
In woop scuLpTurRE, the merit of the well carved “Family 
Group” by Sol A. Bauer won for it an honorable mention. 

The crafts as a group are outstanding. Year after year they 
have increased in number and quality because of vital encour- 
agement from the public. This year the section is brilliant, 
certainly the high point of the entire exhibition. 

Viktor Schreckengost’s five first-prize pieces in CERAMIC 
SCULPTURE show real power, whimsical humor, and rare dis- 
tinction in the choice and successful use of suitable glazes. 
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“Androcles” plays with a smug and contented lion; six little 
pickaninnies enjoy a ride on the broad back of a magnificent 
porker; about “Mother Earth” cluster the infant denizens of a 
newly created world; ““Naama,” the ship of the desert, with- 
draws superciliously into his own realm with the smugness of a 
colonial functionary; ““Keramos” symbolizes the art of the 
potter, which the artist has so finely honored. The second prize 
in this large class was given to four amusing caricatures by 
Irene Anabel Aitken. The third was won by Thelma Frazier 
with a group of pieces which show real ability and versatility. 
Honorable mentions went to Edris Eckhardt, Lois Ober Miller, 
Yetta Rosenberg, William D. Stillwell. 

Beautiful potting, distinguished use of glaze and texture, 
resource and invention in reticent yet functional decoration 
won a well deserved premier award in potrery for Esther 
Marshall Sills. Variety in glaze and decoration gave Charles 
Francis Mosgo second, and Carol A. Hagaman third in this 
class. The brilliance of the group as a whole merited the numer- 
ous honorable mentions to Mary Adelaide Andrews, Alice A. 
Ayars, John E. Billmyer, Lawrence Blazey, Mrs. A. R. Dyer, 
and Harold Wesley Hunsicker. 

ENAMELING ON METAL again is one of the finest classes in the 
entire exhibition. A special award in this field was given to 
Kenneth Francis Bates for a group of ten pieces. Translucent 
and opaque color, unusual and distinguished design, versatility, 
make this award well merited. The truly beautiful first-prize 
group of H. Edward Winter follows closely with its able crafts- 
manship, glowing color, and entertaining designs. Charles 
Bartley Jeffery entered the prize group in this class with seven 
finely fashioned pieces, and Friedel Moch won third for a single 
plate. 

METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON is a larger and 
better class than it has been for many years. A finely designed 
tea set by Paul L. Scherer was given the first prize; and second 
and third went respectively to Robert Boggs and Jane S. 
Iglauer. A similar improvement is to be marked in the class, 
SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY. Here Dominick Sylvester’s 
four pieces, simply fashioned, were awarded first. Two groups 
by Henning Naukler were second; and third prize was given to 
a charming piece by Sam Corea. 
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JEWELRY has a considerably larger representation than last 
year. Only two awards were given: first, to Dorothy Kirsop for 
a well conceived and executed pendant and chain, which have 
good design and well considered color; second, to Raymond T. 
Weiser for a ring. Potter and Mellen, Inc., with their pieces 
entered, “Not in Competition,” add much to the quality of the 
crafts’ section. 

The textiles, divided into three classes, show individuality 
and character. In the largest class, BLOCK PRINTING ON FABRIC, 
a first went to three beautifully treated designs by Mabel A. 
Hewit; second, to Virginia Nepodal; and third, to Katherine 
McKee. The smallness of the class, BATIK AND OTHER DYEING, 
precluded a prize; but it was impossible to pass by the “Ferns” 
of Virginia Nepodal without an honorable mention. WEAVING 
awards went respectively to Florence R. Roysher and Sara 
Mattsson. 

BOOKBINDING is a very small class, but in the quality of its 
workmanship and in the taste and restraint of its design Jean 
Eschmann’s entry, Green Mansions by W. H. Hudson, is out- 
standing. 

As usual, the photographic section is a very able one. Particu- 
larly fine is the quality of the first award, “St. Hubert’s Chapel” 
by Roland J. Wolcott, in PHoTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MIS- 
CELLANEOUS. Technically excellent, it has real imagination and 
mood. The second prize, by Stanley Thomas Clough, is a bril- 
liantly seen study of shapes and planes, almost abstract in the 
effect. The third prize, “Passing of a Period,” by Henry M. 
Mayer is most effective—the study of a rotting wheel, a moulder- 
ing relic of a time which is past. Honorable mentions went to 
Hakanson, Donald S. Letts, and Arthur J. Ott, respectively. 

A well realized head, “Old Actor” by Frances Binkley, won 
first in the second photography class, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE. 
“Workers’ Rest” by Helen Hewett, the next award, is a study 
of the circus, of elephants and tents. Third was given to a 
searching “Portrait of an Old Man” by Martin Louis Linsey; 
and three honorable mentions were awarded respectively to 
Otis Bosworth, David Darvas, and William Gilchrist.
